I met fel?L--Ug^ roop 237 at the Colorado Sank and 

Trust Company in La Junta, Colorado. I was informed by him tha t cer tain 
allegations involving homosexual activity had been made against fcgji 
Assistant Scoutmaster, Nyle Krack^fsulyect^^These allegations had 
been brought t o his attention by l^ ^^^^^f^"^^^ moth er of the two 
boys involv ed, li s the |

| stated that ^^^fl| ^^Htalked with him on Thursday evening, 
29 Hflay 1974. He was extremely disturbed and attempted to contact me, but 
I was in Lamar at the time. Therefore he called the Scout Executive, 
John W. 8olte, Jr. I informed |ppp^ that I was on my way to Denver to 
meet John Solte and that we would take proper action concerning these 
allegations. 

3:12 pm, Friday, 30 flay 1974: 

I met John Solte at the Leonard Joseph Company in Denver, Colorado, 
who directed me to make an investigation; take such action as I thought 
appropriate, and report the results to him.

At the Spring Camporee at Lake Hasty, Colorado in 1971, | |was invited 
to share a double sleeping bag with the subject, in spite of the fact 
that he possessed a sleeping bag of his own. He accepted. He alleged 
that during the night, he and Nyle slept naked together and that subject 
masturbated him. 

fofcjstated that on subsequent campouts, it became a matter of custom for 
he and subject to sleep togather, in the nude - and that each time, he 
was masturbated by the subject.

While Troop237 was at San Isabel Scout Ranch in 1973, on Wednesday 
evenings CsBand subject were sleeping in the same tent, in the nude. 
WMm s tated that on that night, for the first time, subject "sucked him 
off" ; HHthen masturbated subject. 



In August of 1973, subject took both boys on a camping trip to 
Sand Dunes National Monument, Colorado, with no other adults or boys 
present, ^^stated that he slept with subject on first niqht; and 
that subject ma sturbatad him, asking for reciprocation, jj^stated 
that he feigned sl eep to a void this act. The second night (Saturday), 
subject slept with|~~ 



In February of 1974, subject began taking IHB home from Scout meetings 
every Thursday night. The parents were told that they went to the A&W 
Drive In. ^^Hstatad that they actually went to subject's home, where 
both stripped and wer^t into the bedroom, where both partcipated in 
mutual masturbation and oral-genital contact* I stated that this 
practice began about 7 weeks ago and continued up until Thursday, 23 
may 1974.

BO joined Troop 237 in flay 1973. In August, following a troop meeting, 
he states that he was asked by subject to go on a camping trip to 
Sand Dune s National Monument, Colorado. He agreed, and h e and hi s 
brother left with subject that Frid ay. On the first night, slept 
with subject. On the second night, ^^Bslept with subject and stated 
that subject was "playing with him". iBSM stated that he was too 
frightened and embarassed to protest - so he just laid there. 



next incident was at the farm of the boy's grandfather, t y gjQjjlf J tfj 

| was sleeping with subject and stated that again subject "played with 
him". stated that he feigned sleep ancM:hat after a time subject 

ceased his attempt. Shortly thereafter, I Bquit the troop.

6:50pm, Saturday, 1 June 1974 

I informed Or. Smith of my preliminary findings and we discussed all 
the possibilities open to us. 3ob suggested and I agreed that the best 
thing to do would be to confront She subject and hear his side of the 
story. 

9;QQom, Monday ♦ 3 June 1974 

Attempts to contact subject over the weeken d were unsuc cessful. On 
Monday evening together with Or. Smith and ERyyt^SPl met subject 
in the office of Jerry Quick, Attorney in La Junta, Colorado. 

We presented the allegations to the subject. He exhibited amazed 
anger, emphatically denying every allegation. Stated that boys had 
asked questions about sex and that he had answered those questions in the 
manner of a father, using a text provided by a physician. Categorically 
denied that any physical contact had ever been made. Stated that boys 
did sleep with him but that this was due to cold and loneliness, nothing 
else 

Subjec^opealed ta^^^^^^and asked if he had noticed anything, 

which ^^Hhad not. Subject then stated that he was finished with 
Scouting in any case; that he could not take this sort of accusation. 
Maintained that none of the allegations were true. 

Havinoy^a^^^^Jyalemate, I then went to the Kcshare Kiva and 
asJ<ed ^^^^S^^^B 30 ^ ^ ne two D °y s to join us for a confrontation. 
J^^^^^ed with me to Jerry Quick's office, where Dr. Smith and 
W%*ffiS^S||gg| had wai ted with subject. During this interim subject went 
home and obtained his text given to him by a physician. 

Under questioning, both boys reiterated their original statements. Subject 
continued to deny everything, displayed his text and stated that it was 
quite normal for people to sleep together in the "cold north" where he 
came from. 

U/e asked boys if there was any possible reason for them to lie - they 
said no. We explained seriousness of their accusations - they repeated 
ifesxs their story with no alteration. Subject again stated that this 
finished Scouting for him. 

Informed entire groups of consequences of full-scale investigation which 
would be required if we did not reach resolution now.

Subject admitted truth of all allegations. The P^V^-^ ainily was 

excused and implications were explained to subject. He accepted my 
explanation and agreed to our course of action (dismissal and black- 
listing).

Following conclusion of session* subject conversed with Or, Smith 
privately. Upshot of this conversation was a denial of any oral-genital 
contact but a promise that subject would seek professional treatment*

Or. Smith and I returned to my house where we preapred this report 
and recommendations. 



RECOMMENDATIONS : 

1. That Nyle Kracke be immediately dismissed from the Volunteer service 
of the 8oy Scouts of America. This action all ready has been taken. 

2. That Nyle Kracke be placed on the list of undesirsables published 

by the National Council and that he not be allowed to hold any position 
in Scouting except by decision of the National Council, 3oy Scoyts 
of Ametica. 

3. That Nyle Kracke be encouraged strongly to seek professional help* 

4. That nor further action be taken against Nyle Kracke by the 8oy 
Scoyts of America.
